Vertical Integration You Fit Into Agribusiness?* 
WILLIAM HAGAN, D.V.M., MS.,

From Colonial days until World War 
agriculture much the United States 
changed very little. Most our people the 
early years our country lived farms, 
and most these were family farms; small, 
nearly self-sufficient units. Single crop, highly 
specialized farming development re- 
cent years. Most farms were diversified, that 
is, they raised variety crops quantities 
not much greater than the family needs dic- 
tated. For necessities which had pur- 
chased there were some cash crops but these 
were small because the need for cash was 
small, and besides there were few markets 
since most people cultivated the soil and pro- 
vided for their own needs. Farming, gen- 
erally speaking, was way life rather than 
business. 

This situation was slowly changing during 
the 19th century. Industrialization and ur- 
banization was progressing, course, but 
the beginning the present century about 
half our people still lived farms and 
obtained their living from farming. Immigra- 
tion from Europe during this time was pro- 
ceeding rapidly, especially the latter half 
the century, and immigrants largely served 
the expanding needs industry. 


About 1920 when our nation returned 
peace-time pursuits following the first World 
War, three conditions existed which served 
bring about profound changes the lives 
all our people, and particularly that 
segment the population which was engaged 
agriculture, dependent upon it. These 
new factors were: 


The disappearance our national fron- 
tiers. 


The disappearance horse power and its 
replacement motor power. 


The reduction immigrant labor, and 
the drain farm labor into industry. 


The Disappearance Our Frontiers 


1920 there were more farm lands 
our western states that could had 
homesteading and had production ap- 
proximately many acres have today. 
Some new lands have since been opened 
the West irrigation but these are offset 
worn-out and sub-marginal farm lands the 
the East and South that have been taken out 
production. still have much fertile land 
that waste because lack sufficient 
water for crop production. Our best hope for 
additional crop land the future that re-

The Replacement Horse Power 
Motorization 


1920 Henry Ford had revolutionized in- 
dustry and established new kind life for 
all the introduction the assembly 
line into industrial production. This acceler- 
ated and cheapened the manufacture all 
kinds consumer goods. gave rise the 
8-hour work day thus bringing daylight 
hours for recreation millions our in- 
dustrial workers, put more money into the 
pockets the members our labor force 
than they had ever had before, and freed 
all mankind from the dull, back-breaking 
drudgery that had been the lot most people 
previously. 


1920 the process replacing the horse 
was well advanced the cities. This was 
slower process farms, however, and nearly 
years were elapse before our farms were 
completely mechanized. Cash was required 
buy automobiles, trucks and tractors, and 
cash was needed for tires, fuel and oil 
operate them. The city people had cash, but 
the small farmers did not. Horses could 
bred and raised farms without the need for 
cash. Gradually, however, machinery replaced 
horses farm work since mechanical power 
could the work much more easily, 
cheaply, and quickly than horse power. 
you know, farm horses today the United 
States are almost rare dodoes. 


The Reduction Immigrant Labor and the 
Drain Farm Labor into Industry 


Because the establishment rigid quotas, 
the flood immigration from Europe that 
occurred after the Civil War and into the first 
decade the 20th century slowed down 
mere trickle. Rapidly expanding industry 
longer could find cheap labor the market. 
The growth and expanding power labor 
unions were making themselves felt. Better 
wages, better working conditions and shorter 
hours began, for the first time, attract large 
numbers workers from the farms. The short- 
age labor was responsible for forcing mech- 
anization farms because was only with 
the help machinery and motor power that 
the smaller labor force could manage oper- 
ate them. Mechanization, however, greatly in- 
creased the need for capital farming. The 
heavy cost farm machinery could not 
justified amortized the small farming 
units that had been operated horse power; 
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neither could such units successfully compete 
with the larger mechanized farms. 


Subsistence farming, the kind that was done 
the 19th century, would not provide, the 
20th century, the higher standards living 
that the non-farming population enjoyed, 
hence the younger generations abandoned 
farming great numbers for other pursuits. 
This has resulted the sale thousands 
such farms and their combination with 
neighboring farms make fewer and larger 
ones. This process has been going for some 
years and still happening today. Whereas 
one time the early history our country 
nearly per cent our people lived 
farms, almost this percentage now are urban 
residents. The Department Agricul- 
ture recently reported that 1930, 24.8 per 
cent our national population lived farms, 
whereas today has fallen about per 
cent. Also estimated that 1970, the 
ratio will further reduced around 
per cent. 


Although the number persons engaged 
farming has been rapidly diminishing, the 
increases farming efficiency have been as- 
tonishing. everyone knows, our country 
has been beset economic problems huge 
magnitude because agricultural over-pro- 
duction. Secretary Benson recently stated that 
during the 1950-60 decade the output agri- 
culture the United States terms 
man-hours increased average five 
decade. During the same period non-agri- 
cultural production increased only per cent. 
The tremendous increase agricultural pro- 
duction was accomplished using better 
breeds plants and animals, better and more 
widespread use artificial fertilizers, better 
control diseases and insect pests, and better 
nutritional and husbandry practices. more 
land was used 1960 than the beginning 
the decade, and much fewer workers were 
involved. 


Increasing Population and the Food Supply 


The fact that have produced food sur- 
pluses for long succession years does not 
mean that this will always so. have 
had unusually favorable crop weather during 
the last decade, and this cannot expected 
continue indefinitely. Also must re- 
membered that our population increasing 
rapidly and another decade the present 
level production will more than suffice 
for our needs. years will insufficient 
maintain the standard living that our 
people enjoy today. 

The problem world population relation 
the food supply again becoming matter 
concern. About 1800 English clergy- 
man, Malthus, who was also something 
political economist, propounded theory 
regarding this problem which has come 
known the Malthusian hypothesis. This 


holds that the human population the earth 
tends increase faster than its food supply 
and that eventually all people will reduced 
poverty and starvation. now tech- 
nological improvements resulting from scien- 
research have prevented this from hap- 
pening the more enlightened parts the 
world, but has long existed some parts 
the earth, notably the Orient. Here the 
problem being accentuated, recent years, 
the application modern medical and 
sanitary sciences. These are lowering the in- 
fant death rate and prolonging life expec- 
tancy, thus upsetting the balancing effects 
high death rate versus high birth rate 
that has existed for centuries. The obvious 
and only answer this dilemma birth con- 
trol but this resisted from many quarters. 
Mass starvation may have occur before 
progress this direction can made. 

This problem may not seriously affect our 
people and country directly for good many 
years, and perhaps never. does affect 
indirectly, even now, and the problem very 
apt accentuated time goes on. One 
people country, one part the world, 
cannot live peace with others when the 
living standards the two are far apart 
abundance the one case and near 
actual starvation the other. factor 
our present world problem.

sive reduction the number people en- 
gaged farming, another innovation has 
come into agriculture recent years, the 
so-called vertical integration. the 19th cen- 
tury most farmers produced their own seed, 
fertilized their land with barnyard manure, 
and sold whatever surpluses they had local 
dealers, directly nearby consumers. 
Later, they began buy better seed, and 
began using artificial fertilizers, and improv- 
ing their livestock with animals purchased 
from outside sources, they still bought and 
sold largely through local dealers. The farm 
produce was then sold local dealers 
wholesalers, who sold manufacturers and 
processors, who sold wholesalers, who sup- 
plied the local retailers from whom the con- 
sumers finally obtained their supplies. This 
chain “middle men,” each whom exacts 
profit from the product, accounts for the 
considerable disparity which exists between 
the prices most food products the con- 
sumer and that received the farmer who 
produced the raw product. 


Vertical integration, applied farm 
products, simply combining, under single 
direction, the control several, all, 
these operations. The scheme well described 
Information Bulletin No. 198, the 
Department Agriculture entitled “Contract 
Farming and Vertical Integration Agricul- 
ture.” Those who wish understand the im- 
plications further and learn its appli- 
cation the United States are advised 
obtain copy and read it. 


Partial integration, that is, combining 
some the stages between farm and the 
ultimate consumers rather than all, more 
common than complete. Farmers’ cooperative 
organizations are integrators that they 
achieve economies providing supplies farm- 
ers must buy, such seeds, feeds and fer- 
tilizers, and provide better means mar- 
keting his products eliminating some 
the middle men both operations. 

Integration, matter fact, far from 
new some areas agriculture. Much 
the citrus fruit has been marketed for years 
growers’ cooperatives. About per cent 
all deciduous fruits handled growers’ 
cooperatives, and the Hawaiian pineapple in- 
dustry has long been completely integrated. 
Integration exists also the vegetable freez- 
ing and canning industry, and the growing 
and marketing nuts, potatoes, sugar beets, 
sugar cane, dry beans and peas, and 
certain extent, tobacco and cotton. Inte- 
gration, however, relatively new the live- 
stock industry. most advanced the 
poultry industry, particularly among the pro- 
ducers broilers. well advanced 
turkey raising and now expanding beef 
cattle, particularly feeder cattle, sheep 


and lambs, and swine. has not yet ad- 
vanced far the dairy industry, although 
producer-distributors are becoming more com- 
mon and dairy cooperatives are numerous. 

Feed dealers now control much the 
broiler industry through contracts which 
they supply chicks, feed, and other supplies, 
and dispose the finished birds. The farmer- 
producer this case becomes partner or, 
some cases, essentially hired hand who 
supplies his labor and facilities for pre- 
viously determined fee fraction the pro- 
ceeds. Since the contract usually protects him 
from loss, avoids most the traditional 
risks farming, but surrenders his business 
independence for this advantage. Somewhat 
similar plans are operating the feeder-cattle 
and swine raising industries. 


Freedom and independence action 
majority its citizens was once one our 
national characteristics. Farmers, particu- 
lar, have enjoyed such freedom and have 
cherished it. Most our people have lost 
great deal their former independence 
action and now appears that farmers are 
surrendering theirs. Apparently this price 
which efficiency exacts. are nearing the 
end period when could afford great 
inefficiencies and waste the utilization 
land the production food and fibre. This 
“land plenty,” with few people and much 
rich soil, longer has much more than 
needs. time has gone the soil has be- 
come less rich and less plentiful, and the 
people are more numerous. When farmers 
lose their independence and begin working 
for others, one wonders how long they will 
content work from sun-up sun-down, 
and when they will begin organizing into 
labor unions and demanding union wages. 
When that happens, major economic problems, 
greater than those the present, will have 
faced. 


How far integration will matter that 
only the future can decide. Although most 
are sorry see the approaching end 
the family farms, the change not neces- 
sarily bad for farmers. may quite ad- 
vantageous many farmers, particularly 
those who may not first class farm man- 
agers and businessmen. 
integration undoubtedly puts planning and 
management control into the hands abler, 
more knowledgeable, more experienced busi- 
ness men, who have greater financial resources 
and who should able return farmers

Fewer But Larger Livestock Units 


Whether not integration extended 
include most farming and livestock operations, 
certainty that the future will see control 
these come into fewer and fewer hands. 
Since have ever-increasing population, 
least for another generation so, and 
these people will want and probably achieve 
living standard least high have 
today, follows that will need even more 
food-producing animals than have now. 
meet the needs the future, the herds 
and flocks will not only larger but the 
animals must better quality, they must 
better fed, and they must better pro- 
tected from the ravages disease. All veteri- 
narians and most livestock growers are aware 
that animal units increase size, disease 
problems increase arithmetic and some- 
times geometric proportion. Disease control 
will more important problem than 
today. Disease prevention, rather than disease 
control, will featured. 


How Will the Changing Agriculture Affect 
Veterinary Services Farm Animals? 


Veterinarians country practice the 
past have generally had many clients most 
whom were small farmers with small herds 
and flocks average quality. The average 
educational level these clients was low, and 
their income below the national average. 


These farmers frequently had little idea 
disease prevention and regarded veterinarians 
necessary evils; persons who profited 
from their misfortunes. Generally speaking, 
veterinarians were called only when catas- 
trophe the form disease appeared and 
then very often only after the owner had 
exhausted his resources with home remedies 
and drug store advice. 


reach these many individual farms, the 
practitioner has been compelled spend much 
his time travelling from place place 
response individual calls. The automo- 
bile and good roads assisted reducing this 
“lost time” and the two-way short-wave 
radio has helped but with all these im- 
provements the present day practitioner still 
spends too much his time unproductive 
work. Working with fewer and larger units 
obvious that this loss will further re- 
duced. assuming that private practice 
will continue, because sure that this 


generation, and the next well, there will 
efficient farmers who will wish operate 
independently and who will able meet 
organized competition from the farm com- 
bines, and these will continue use the serv- 
ices veterinary practitioners needed. 

preparing for the changing future, 
would advise all veterinary practitioners who 
deal with farm livestock think little more 
about disease-prevention and ways selling 
their services this area rather than 
offering service solely for animals that already 
are sick, many beyond redemption. not 
labor here the advantages disease preven- 
tion over the laissez-faire method saving 
what can salvaged after disease strikes. 
much too little applied. not 
the fault veterinarians that this so, unless 
profession accept the thesis that 
are fault not properly educating live- 
stock owners. free economy, the live- 
stock owner has the right with his stock 
pleases, even the extent taking 
their lives pleases and when pleases, 
the only restraining influence being that 
must treat them humanely. Most livestock 
owners have not learned insure their in- 
vestment their animals taking measures 
forestall disease. They have not learned 
that prevention cheaper than cure. 

sure that easier sell methods 
prevention today than was years ago, 
and that another like period prevention 
will have largely sold itself. are now 
dealing with more intelligent, better educated 
people than did earlier. There will still 
better qualified people the future charge 
larger livestock interests who can made 
understand that budgeting for regular vet- 
erinary services indispensable part the 
cost producing animals. 

envisage three kinds private employ- 
ment veterinary clinicians the future. 
have these today but believe the propor- 
tions will change greatly. These are: 

each practitioner has clientele individual 
animal owners whom visits orly when 
called perform specific services. 

Contract service which practitioners 
agree devote portion their time regu- 
lar intervals checking the health and doing 
corrective work herds and flocks clients 
for fixed basic fee. 

Full-time service which practitioners 
become salaried employees large units. 

While have specific figures the pro- 
portions, under the impression that 
present not more than per cent all 
practicing veterinarians fall into the third 
category, and that less than per cent any 
appreciable amount work under the second. 
Most veterinarians are Category which 
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there little preventive work, their 
time being occupied quite fully with “trouble- 
shooting.” 

integration various kinds increases, 
veterinary practitioners will employed 
much less Category and more and 
have already said that not expect the 
present type practice disappear for 
not expect the family-type farm dis- 
appear soon, but they will fewer, and fewer 
present-type practitioners will required. 
The distribution between and depends 
how far the farm integration goes. Small ani- 
mal practitioners will not change since pet 
owners will remain individuals who will 
require individual service. 

integration farming operations may even- 
tually proceed the point that few large 
corporations will control much agriculture. 
can hardly believe, however, that this can 
happen the near future, that within the 
next several decades. integration reaches 
advanced stage, inevitable that most 
veterinarians who deal with farm animals will 
become full-time salaried employees, that is, 
they will fall Category If, the other 
hand, the integrating process stops short 
this stage, which there would many 
rather large operations the field, some may 
large enough warrant the employment 
full-time men, but most probably would 
too small for this and would then sus- 
ceptible proposals for contract services. 
other words belief that agricul- 
ture continues the evolutionary program 
which now well embarked, country 
veterinary practice now know will 
diminish importance, full-time employment 
veterinarians will increase probably rather 
slowly, and practice contract will prob- 
ably assume much greater importance. 

The prospect presented may not relished 
members the veterinary profession, but 
doubtful that they can very much 
about it. The present type practice de- 
veloped result the organization 
agriculture into many small independent busi- 
ness units, the family farms. these dis- 
appear, the type practice also bound 
change. Actually the fewer, larger, better- 
managed units, which prevention disease 
will take precedence over treatment disease, 
presents challenge and opportunity for 
veterinary clinicians such they have never 
had the past. Veterinarians serving such 
units can preserve their independent status 
arranging serve under contracts. For 
larger enterprises which can utilize the full- 
time services more veterinarians, 
their employment will involve loss free- 
dom action, since individual freedom can 
exist only very small businesses. Veteri- 
will very important individuals 
such organizations, however. Their importance 
warrants adequate compensation which should

substantially above the average earnings 
hoped that the adjustments which will have 
made changing from the old system 
new one that veterinarians will not sell 
their services too cheaply. 

preparing face the new conditions 
seems that country practitioners today 
would well advised seek develop 
contracts for preventive well corrective 
services with some their larger and more 
prosperous clients. Such contracts for pe- 
riodic visits definite times, and for definite 
time periods, can worked into the average 
practice without difficulty. these times the 
practitioner can talk the owner manager, 
advise procedures maintain herd 
health, and such corrective work, testing, 
immunizations may indicated. Such 
contracts usually call for flat fee for the 
practitioner’s time plus the cost drugs and 
materials used. Some the existing contracts 
provide for emergency calls outside the 
contract time. 

The contracts not only can worked out 
the satisfaction both owner 
tioner but believe they have important 
educational value the community. satis- 
fied client can more sell extension 
such services others than the veterinarian 
himself. The veterinarian who has made 
beginning with contract practice certainly will 
better position face the future than 
the one who has confined himself the “hit 
and run” type practice the present day. 

The answer the question contained 
You Fit Into Agribusiness?— 
probably would have answered most 
country practitioners the negative. These, 
however, must fitted into the business 
eventually. Some will probably able 
adapt themselves easily, some with difficulty, 
and some not all. Those who begin now 
endeavoring find ways serving 
animal health advisers their clients, rather 
than emergency practitioners, will better 
able adapt than those who stick tradi- 
tional practices.

Serum Transaminases Veterinary 
Diagnostics 


result the extensive biochemical 
investigations enzymology during the last 
decade, new interest has arisen concerning 
the use serum enzyme activities the 
diagnosis and prognosis specific disease 
entities. The liberation and escape large 
quantities intracellular enzymes into the 
serum from specific tissue undergoing either 
necrosis alterations cellular permeability, 
allows the clinician determine the organ 
involved and often the severity the lesions. 
Prognostication may call for time-study 
changes the serum level enzyme activity. 
Prior the recent increased use serum 
enzyme activities diagnostics, number 
classical serum enzyme tests have been used, 
e.g., amylase, lipase, and trypsin for pan- 
creatic necrosis; acid phosphatase for pros- 
carcinoma; and alkaline phosphatase 
indication osteoblastic activity for 
the confirmation extrahepatic bile duct 
obstruction. 


Newer methods enzymology have resulted 
long list new diagnostic serum enzyme 
tests human medicine, e.g., glutamic-oxalo- 
acetic transaminase (SGO-T) for myocardial 
infarction and muscular distrophies; glutamic- 
transaminase (SGP-T) for hepatic 
necrosis; aldolase for muscular dystrophies;

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The Value Evaluating Bulls for Breeding 
HILL, D.V.M., Scientific Director, Beef Cattle Improvement Research, Denver 


The beef industry subject considerable 
economic loss each year because breeding 
failure. Most particularly the cattle produc- 
ing areas the West, the concept “herd 
infertility” has increased among ranchers and 
veterinarians. 


While females may exhibit temporary bar- 
renness the total effect insignificant when 
compared the economic loss inflicted upon 
rancher when his breeding bull battery 
batting low average. the USDA herd 
Miles City, Montana, conception rates 
single sire herds varied from 45.5 per 
93.9 per cent. The average quoted for the 
U.S. 79.5% ranging from 76.6% for cows 
the “Western” area 90.5% for cattle 
raised “Great Plains” areas. Compliment- 
ing this report the same source states that 
the average there are 21.5 females assigned 
single sire ranging from 19.7 the 
26.4 the “Great area. 

Thus the efficiency bulls “breeding 
units” not enviable situation and any 
the veterinary profession can use 
assist ranchers improving “herd fertility” 
essential the livestock industry. 


The classifications assigned 4420 bulls, 
evaluated for breeding soundness the Colo- 
rado State University Mobile Bull Evaluation 
Laboratory indicates that approximately one 
out every ten range bulls unqualified, 
either due semen quality physical char- 
acteristics, for service with assigned harem 
20-30 females.

Standard procedures for evaluating bull 
for breeding soundness are published the 
Society for Study Breeding Soundness 
Bulls, Dr. Carroll, Sec.-Treas., Colorado 
State University Bull Farm, Ft. Collins, Colo- 
rado. This system based assigning num- 
erical value each level given criteria, 
the total numerical score plus the physical ex- 
amination findings being used classify the 
bull into one three categories. Most bulls are 
classified “satisfactory prospective breed- 
ers.” This means the individual has physical 
characteristics, semen quality and general 
health that compares with bulls known

produce satisfactory conception when mated 
normal, healthy females. 


Those bulls classified pros- 
pective breeder” exhibit 
semen quality measure physical defect 
which, currently the future, limits the 
normal sex act. Such faults may associated 
with directly attributed age, physical 
disability, infectious processes, endocrine fail- 
ures, nutritive deficiencies imbalances, 
inherited congenital degenerative processes 
involving sperm production libido both. 
This group presents particularly difficult 
problem prognosis. Some will recover slow- 
ly, some will degenerate further. Young bulls, 
under two years age, which are classified 
this category because semen quality alone, 
should re-examined periodically ascer- 
tain the trend toward improvement de- 
generation. Economics will often influence the 
disposal such animals, however every ef- 
fort should made pronounce the most 
accurate prognosis. 


“Unsatisfactory breeders” 
sufficiently re-classified “satisfactory” 
group properly appraised before final classi- 
fication. Many are essentially sterile and 
should culled immediately. 


The physical examination should very 
thoroughly conducted. Primary objectives are 
assure the owner the bull capable sight, 
mobility, production and delivery normal 
spermatozoa the female. Any physical de- 
fect infectious process limiting prevent- 
ing the above ample reason disqualify 
the bull breeder. 

There are, course, limitations within 
which such appraisal bulls must re- 
stricted. Resulting classification may in- 
valid subject criticism when conducted 
under the following conditions: 

Bulls are younger than months for Eng- 
lish breeds, 20-24 months for those having 
Brahma, Charollais, Santa Gertrudis, Beef- 
master blood. 

Highly fitted, young show bulls not having 
been used breeders. 

Bulls fitted over long period time for sale 
young (12-24 months old) breeding bulls. 

Bulls having been used heavily within one 
week prior evaluation. 

Inadequate, unsatisfactory equipment for col- 
lection, examination and recording in- 
formation. 

Ineffective evaluation due haste part 
veterinarian (20-30 bulls per day long 
day’s work). 

number registered breeders use 
bull evaluation service regularly. One rancher 
completely sold fertility testing Fred 
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Fassler, Jr., Akron. has tested out 
the last years. 


the spring 1958, five seven bulls 
turned questionable below; this spring 
two out were rated. “Think what 
calf crop would have been had not tested,” 
said. replacing with fertility-tested 
bulls got better than 90% calf crop from 
his Angus cow herd. 


One the two bulls had market for 
beef this spring was evaluated high-ques- 
tionable—meaning would perhaps settle 
50% the cows serviced. “But with $150 
calves it’s not worth taking chance using 
questionable Fred stated. can’t 
afford use anything but satisfactory-rated 
bull. And man with one-bull herd cer- 
tainly shouldn’t risk year’s calf crop with 
‘dud’ bull.” 


Fassler, also believes that selling fertility- 
tested okay bull absolves the seller come- 
back from the buyer saying the bull non- 
breeder. More likely may the conditions 
and treatment the bull receives after 
bought, Fred declared. But explained that 
the bull’s ability service cow any 
physical defects another May 
1959, Colorado Rancher Farmer. 


With such testimony prevalent among most 
commercial, and many purebred, cattlemen 
behooves the veterinary profession 
train ourselves both scholastically and me- 


chanically provide accurate, repeatable 
evaluation range breeding bulls and dairy 
bulls for reasonable professional fee. Every 
practitioner who offers such service should 
receive some special training “semenology.” 
There are artificial insemination centers lo- 
cated within every veterinarian’s reach, where 
many talented, experienced technicians would 
willing teach the veterinarian the tech- 
niques collecting, handling and examining 
semen. Special equipment has been developed 
assure accurate appraisal semen collected 
and examined the ranch farm. Live- 
stock men are now recognizing the dollar value 
them and are demanding bull evaluation 
additional tool for improving the reproduc- 
tive efficiency their herds. the re- 
sponsibility our profession provide this 
service and provide such professional 
manner that valid criticism can detract 
from its effectiveness.

Weight Loss Hospitals 


Hospitalized dogs often consume insuffi- 
cient number calories. calculating the 
energy requirements hospitalized dogs, all 
factors which can affect total food intake 
should evaluated. The transfer the ani- 
mal from home environment hospital 
may itself cause much per cent 
reduction food intake even though the same 
ration fed. Also, many animals when hos- 
pitalized actually increase their energy re- 
quirements through additional stress caused 
increased nervousness. 


Failure the animal consume esti- 
mated amount should carefully appraised 
before arriving the conclusion that the 
diet not palatable. Dogs discharged from 
hospitals may, therefore, consume excessive
